Since a data recorder achieve data 
access/record operations with read/write interruption and 
restarting routines, the present Claims 3-9 are not patently 
distinguishable to the Claims 3-9 of the 09/748,509 
Application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection because the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. *
